The Kefauver Committee hearings on crime in New 
York art* doing for television what the Lindbergh case did 
for radio— putting it on the map as a disseminator of 
news as it happens. 
T he Lindbergh case, fast moving and packed with 
suspense and huinan-interest, was ideal material for the 
high-speed tempo of news broadcasts. Breathless voices, 
troubled with few inhibitions, tanned public interest to 
the highest pitch, often with the most far fetched inven­ 
tions — and the newspapers, plodding along with pains 
taking care, weighed down with the need tor verification 
of fact and truth, were left far behind, hor the Inst time in 
a century, newspapers covering the greatest story of the 
generation, sold few more pajiers than in the dullest sum 
mer dog-days. 
In the crime investigation, and particularly with ref 
erence to the hotne-grounds audience, New \ ork C it v , the 
television outstrips radio just as conspicuously as, in 
speed and drama, the radio of two decades ago outstripped 
newspapers. 
Deprived of the close ups of the witnesses and the 
committee, the television version of the crime investiga­ 
tion would Im* monotonous indeed. 
I he voices drone 
along, endlessly seeking tx* turn tin 
selfish advantage; evasive, question 
repetitive. 
But the faces! There is tile drama indeed! I he quick 
glances exchanged, the shifts of expression at unexpected 
questions, even (in the case of one important witness) the 
eloquent movements of expressive hands.
